He then pro- 
ceeds vo spéak of the death of B. R: Haydon, the painter : 


. I thought the account of the Inquest one of the most affecting \ 
pieces of fact I had ever heard. But I quite agree with you, nevertheless, } ' 
that all his life he had utterly mistaken his vocation, I went to that” 
very exhibition at the Egyptian Hall of which he writes so touchingly in ™ 
his Diary. ... ‘There was one picture, Nero entertaining himself with a 
Musical Performance while Rome was burning—quite marvellous in 
badness. It was difficult to look at it with a composed and decent 
ace. 


Next he discusses politics : 


I little thought that I should ever live to praise Peel. But d’Israeli 
and that — Lord have so disgusted me, that I feel inclined to champion 
him, ... It must come in my opinion ... to a. coalition between Peel 
and Lord John (Russell). The first great question on which the Public 
become really excited—Education perhaps, or Church Reform, or, for 
anything we know just now, the Game Laws—is very likely to bring 
it about. 


After mentioning Forster and the “ aes News” he speaks 
of his own concerns: 


Our house here would go bodily into the great Sala of our Italian 
House (presumably the Peschiera Palace at Genoa where Dickens lived 
in 1844); but it is a lovely situation, and in the midst of very pretty 
grounds. I have already settled down to work, and am glad of the 
repose and quiet. The new book in numbers (Dombey & Son) is begun, 
and the Christmas book (The Battle of Life) is simmering over a slow 
fire. .... There is very little English society here, but what there is 
(two or three families) is agreeable and intelligent. As to the Swiss 
they do me as much honour, and seem to be as interested in me, as if 
I were Swiss myself. I have a little study, not unlike a large plate- 
warmer, which commands the whole Lake and range of mountains. Ete.
